For furnishing 25,000 bank notes of the denomination of 1000 Francs, of 
the same size and design of the models we heve prepared, with one steel printing 
and a prismatic tint on both the face and back of the note, with a single number 
in the top center of the note, und with the last three numerals of the central 
number printed in diagonal spaces in the top and bottom borders, with meríal num- 
bers printed in diagonal spaces in the top and bottom borders, undated, and with no 
signatures, delivered cut single and packed for export in tin lined cases, our 
price 1. ?”?

We could have the ubove mentioned 25,000 notos ready for shipment in 
twolve (12) weeks after the receipt by us of the approved models. 

The models wo are submitting for consideration and approval were pre- 
pared in accordance with tho race and back texts shown on the sketch you gave us, 


but we have incorporated hand line steel engraved vignettes to give security to

the notes. In selecting appropriate designs for tho vignettes we chose 
allegorical subjects portraying tropicel agriculture, as symbolic of the chief 
products of Martinique. We believe that the beeutiful vignettes we have se- 
lected will please the officials of the Panque de la Martinique. 

We would print the steel engraved portion of the note, namely 
the border, tint, vignette and the denomixuational counters, both for the face 
and back, in blue, in accordance with the Bank's request. Instead of printing 
the Hank's name in & microscopic tint in н light blue color, we propose to print 
it in the prismatic tints shown in the models, thus featuring a polychrome ef- 
fect, which we hope will appeal to your correspondent. 

You will note that in the models the pantograph wording reads "United 
States of America". If the order for these 25,000 - 1000 Francs notes is placed 
with us we would, of course, engrave tho pentogreph tint to rend: "Bunque de la 
Mertinique." 


With regard to using watermarked paper for the notes, we wish to

One 1s,thot a watermark weakens the fibers of the paper, and 
so lessens the wearing quality of the note; und the other 15 that as a watermark 
is easily reproduced it gives no reel protection against counterfeiting. 

We use but one quality of paper ín the notes we prepare. It is 
the best bank note paper obtainable, and it is the same es that used for the 
notes of this country, excepting that instead of containing silk fibers our paper 


conteins small discs of colored peper, technically known as “planchettes", made 


for us by the same firm which furnishes the U.5.Covernment with its bank note 


paper. Our vast world-wide experience for more than 175 years in the bank note

We confirm our letter of September 6th, and we now take pleasure 
in advising you that under separate cover we are sending you,by air express, 
the models we have prepared for the faces and backs for your contemplated new 
issue of bank notes, in the denominations of 100 francs and 500: francs. 

The models have been made up in the sizes you gave us in your let- 
ter of August 30th, namely 18 x 9 centimeters for the notes of 100 francs, and 
20 x 11 centimeters for the notes of 500 francs. The finished notes would be 
the same as the models, with the exception that the microscopic wording in the 
pantographic tint which, for modeling purpose, reads "United States of America", 
would be engraved to read: "Banque de la Martinique". 

On the face models we have three signature titles grouped close to- 
gether in the same form as those on your 25 francs notes , &nd as mentioned in 
your letter of September l9th, which we hereby acknowledge. We trust that the 
spacing will be what you require. 

For furnishing 250,000 notes of 100 francs and 50,000 notes of 500 
francs, making a total of 300,000 notes in two denominations, in the size and de- 
sign of the models we are sending you, with one steel printing on the face and

one steel printing on the beck, with a prismatic pantograph tint on the 
face and on the back, using stock vignettes as shown on the models, with 
a single number in the top center of the face of the note and with the 
last three numerals of the central number ín diagonal spaces in the top 
and bottom borders; with serial numbers printed in diagonal spaces in the 
top and bottom borders; undated and with no signatures; printed on our 
Standard Bank Note paper containing scattered planchettes; delivered cut 
single and packed for export in tin lined cases, our price 1s....$11,645.00 
U.S.Currency, F.0.B.New York. This price includes the charge for the pre- 
paratory work and engravings which, of course, would be eliminated in fu- 
ture reprint orders. 

It is our opinion, based on a world wide experience over а long 
period of years, that, for their adequate protection against counterfeit- 
ing, all bank notes should carry ono steel printing on the back in addi- 
tion to a steel printing on the face. Bank Notes printed by lithography, 
even if made in a combination of colors, have no protection against fraudu- 
lent reproduction, for they can easily be reproduced. А lithographed print- 
ing.een only be considered as an additions) protection and then only if 1% 4s 
combined with a steel impression, for it is a well known fact that the only 
real security value so essential to a bank note consists of a properly execut- 
ed steel engraving. 

In order to keep the cost of the notes as low as possible we have 
based our offer on using stock vignettes. By a stock vignette we mean one

which we have already engraved and for which we make no additional charge, 
but we never use the same vignette for any other customer in the same country. 
The vignettes we selected for the models are particularly beautiful and artis- 
tic and they will give adequate protection to your notes. 

With regard to the colors, we have shown the face and back of the 
100 francs notes in green, and those of the 500 francs notes in brown. We 
hope these colors meet with your approval, for they match the colors of the 
prismatic tints, 

There are many printing processes and methods of printing,some 
cheaper than others, but there is only one process which should be used for 
bank notes and that is the steel engraved process, provided also that the 
engravings are executed by properly trained bank note engravings. 

For the protection of the bank making the issue and for the pro- 
tection of the people who handle the paper currency, the bank notes should 
be printed from steel engraved plates, and we trust that in consideration of 
this that you will give fsvorable consideration to our offer and that we shall 
have the honor of executing your esteemed order.

The examination of these designs has occasioned on the part of our 


Administration Board various observations which we transmit to you. 


NOTES OF FRANCS: . 
We eccept the prismatic colors considered, 


FACE: The face is to be considerably modified due to the space to be reserved 
for the signatures which the notes must carry; moreover, it appeared that the 
value of the note in letters (spelled out) was printed in too small characters. 

We send you enclosed herewith a counter-design, from which you will kindly inspire 
yourselves in the making up of the final model. As you will notice on the counter- 
sketch, we suggest to you to omit the denominational counter carrying the value 

in figures, and replace it with the value in letters (spelled out) and to inscribe 
the value in figures in the upper inner angles of the border on the right and 


left. 
We have apprecieted the quality of the vignette on the face, which we 


eccept without any modifications. 

For the signatures, the spaces indicated on the counter sketch are to be 
followed strictly, on account of the conformation of the wooden signature block 
Which must be used for the printing of the signatures, The three signatures 
аге cut in only one block and it is impossible for us to modify the relative 
positions of them. For the numbering of the notes, it will be in order to 
begin with the alphabet No, 26, that is - the first note will carry the follow- 


ing indications: 
A 26 - 001 - 625 001 


This system of numbering is identical with that adopted by the Bank of France 
and which you undoubtedly know. 

On account of the clause (text) towards the upper pert of the 
signatures and the inscription of the value of the note written out in large 
cheracters;, it might be necessary to adopt for the number of the notes figures 
smaller that those used in your design. 


BACK: 
The engreving of the back vignette is of beautiful quality, 


but is not related in any way with La Martinique. Therefore, we ask you to 
modify it. 

Our Administration Board has suggested as vignette for the back 
the bust of Empress Josephine, photograph of which you will find enclosed here- 
with.
